Washington, .March 1 1— American 
initiative haa asserted itseir on Hie 
Lorraine front in BYanoe, Three aav- 
age ralda on the Oeman linea have 
been made by the Americana, who auc- 
cceded In reaching, tho second line of 
enemy trenches before being ordered 
to return. DurliiK their Htay In Oer- 
man-held territory lliey destroveil 
carefully built defenses «nd picked up 
much war matarial 

The American artillery ably aaaiat- 
ed the infantry in the operation. A 
heavy barrage Are laid down in 
front of the advancing Americana and 
the Germans ha<l (led l)i'r(]n> the wave 
of Infantry reached the hostile posi- 
tiona. After the Americans had been 
in the German barrage for a few min- 
utea the Gerpian barrage fire waa 
loosed on them but the American guns 
answered shot for shot and silenced 
a number of bitterles. The American 
artillerymen used gas shells with good 
eSeota, Near Houl the American 
heavy guna have been In action. 

Three ralda on the Britlah llnea 
have been attempted by the Germans 
in the Amentlerea, but the British, In 
spite of a heavy Are from the enemy's 
heavy guns, repulsed the Teutons. The 
fighting has spread along the Flan- 
ders front, the Yprea and Paasachen- 
daele figuring in the ofllctal reports. 

The' aotivitiea of the contending 
armies have apread further south, en- 
counters near St. Quenlin being men 
Honed for the first time in recent 
weeks. 

Information received from German 
prlsonera waa reaponaible for the dis- 
location of German plana for heavy 
attacks on the Britlah aoutheaat of 

Houthholst Wood. On February 20 
February 28 and March 8, attacks 
were forestalled by a torrlllo Uritlsh 
artillery Are and, while an enemy 
attack on March 9 was successful to 
some degree, the British on Saturday 
aucceeded in re^tabllahing their 
linea. 

The British forces operating in Pal- 
estine have once more advanced north 
and northwest of Jericho. They have 
taken positions to a depth of 3,000 
yards over a front of twelve miles 
The Turka tought atttbbomly at var- 
ioua pointa of vantaie. • 

There haa been ilghting on quite a 
large scale on the Italian front. In 
the mountain sectors of the line 
enemy attempts to advonce have been 
checked, while along the Piave river, 
the Austrians were defeated in an at 
tempt to launch pontoona tor an at 
tack on the Italian linae. 

The French have been In scattered 
encounters with the Germans at vari- 
ous [loinls aloiii; their part of the 
front, but nowhere has there been ser 
Ioua fighting. A further bombardment 
of Rheima cathedral may be expected 
for the Oarmana report that a Freneb 
observation post on that almoat min- 
ed shrine has been detected. 

The air aqnadroiis liave l)een busy 
of late. The most speetacular Of 
Ihe^e operations was made by the 
Teuton airmen who raided Naplea, the 
largeat dty in Italy. It may be that 
they Btarted from their baaaa on th« 
eastern ahorea of tho Adriatic and 
flew over the aea and aeroaa Italy in 
their raid. 

British raiders have dropped larpe 
quantities of bombs on military points 
In Belgium, while the allied airmen 
have been active in Italy.

Every man in a shipyard is a member of the army, every 
shipyard is a fortress of freedom, every rivet a nail in the Kaiser's 
coffin. 

"Men who apply for work ask, 'Is the work hardt' and 'How 
long will it lastt' What is the matter with youT Do a day's work 
because you are men. There is no liope for democracy till the rich 
man and the poor man give all that they have, their very best." 

There are spies and traitors among them, he says, urging them 
to shirk, men who whisper behind their baeks and in a hundred ways 
impede their work. 

"When you find such a man, don't wait. Don't say to him, 
'Come, let's talk this over.' Don't ask him to have tea. Knock his 
block off I 

"And when he comes sneaking around with a bomb, don't say, 
lot us pray." fiut take him out there in the marah and tie him down 
and place the bomb on his chest. Light it, and Stand off and wateh 
him blow to his Kaiser — to hell. ' ' 

Some people may find a certain lack of elegance and propriety 
in this line of ministerial talk. Hut tlie men to whom it is addressed 
don't. They shout their approval, and go back to work with re- 
doubled zeal. 

It might be well if we had more missionery work of this sort in 
other war industries. Plenty of them n$ed it. The industrial soldiers 
litTe not yet risen to their task in this country as enegetically as 
Ihey have in England and Fr, nee. Much might be done in our 
munition factories, on our railroads, in our coal mines and else- 
where by i)atriotic speaken Who know their hearers and speak their 
own language.

Mer- 
chants orfcring to take Liberty Loan 
non<ls in exchange for merchandise 
are doubtlessly, actuated by patriotic 
motives, but such tranaactlons ten^ 
to defeat a primary object of the bond 
sale, the encouraging of thrift and the 
discouraging of expenditures. Unnds 
BO exchanged are in most cases iin- 
mcdlatoly sold on the open market 
which tend to depress the market 
price and affects adversely the sales 
of future issues. 

Secretary McAdoo expressly states 
that there is no desire on the part of 
the Government to prevent or Inter- 
fere with legitimate tradtaig, in good 
faith, In Liberty Bonds. 

It is one of the greet objects of the 
Treasury Department to have these 
bonds held as permanent investments 
l)y the i;e pie and jiaid for out of sav- 
ings, thus at once providing funds for 
the (iovernment and conserving labor 
and material

Barlinesa is much dnired by moat 
gardeners. It has been found that the 

earliest safe dates tor planting gar- 
don crops can be determined from the 
average date of the last killing frost 
In spring. The accompanying map 
divides the eastern portion of the 
United States Into lones with a dit- 
tferenoe of about two weeks in the 
average date of the last killing frost 
between zones. These dates, while a 
guide in plant In^. cannot bo dopend- 
ed upon as absolutely liafe, in some 
years very late frosts may occur. 
They do Indicate when the chances 
are In favor of no more killing frosts. 
.Hake Sore ot Vmst lAne 

There la, moreover, a difference of 
several da.vH within Iho zones them- 
selves, owing to ditterencea In elcva- 
tion and in latitude, and proximity to 
bodies ot water. In case where the 
Inexperienced gardener Is In doubt, he 
should consult one more experienced, 
or should aske advice from the near- 
est Weather Rureau station or from 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 

Garden crops may be divided into 
four groups, the first including those 
crops that may be planted some two 
weeks before the last killing frost in 
spring, or as soon as the ground is 
In condition. 

Group 1 includes early cabbage 
plants from the hotbed or window 
box, ntdlshes, collards, onloB sets, 
early smooth peas, kale, early pota- 
toes, turnips and mustard. 

Qroup 2 Includes those crops that 
may be planted about the date of the 
last killing frost. Beets, parsnips, 
carrots, lettuce, salsify, spinach, 
wrinkled peaa, cauliflower plants, cel- 
ery seed, onion seed, puraley, sweet 
com and Chinsse cabbage Call in this 
eiasslflcatlon. 

Group 3, including snap licans, 
okra, and tomato iilants, sliouid be 
planted about two weeks atlST the 
last killing frost in spring. 

Oronp 4 inclnding thoi* plaats that 
en not be plaited mtll tbe ground 
is well warmed up. This Is about a' 
month after the last hard frosts. Lima 
beans, pepper plants, PRBplant, en- 
cumbers, melons, squash, and sweet 
potatoes are included In this group. 

IB the sonthera portion ot the coun- 
try many vegetables saeta as cabbage, 
kale, spinach, etc., may be planted 
in the fall. For this reason the 
gronplngs given will not apply to the

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ANewWay 
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Notwithstanding an Increased pro: 
duction of staple crops In the United 
States in 1917, there Is need more 
food. Taking into account our own 
needa ot the nations associated with 
us in this war, and the needs of 
friendly neutral nations, our best ef- 
forts will be required to provide 
enough food In 1918. 

The demand fbr larger qoutlties 
of food, though due partly to the con- 
stantly increasing popi>lation of this 
country, Is duo chiefly to the war. 
There is necessity of ureal ly Increas- 
ing food exports to the Allies. 

The farmers of the United states 
made a generous and patriotic re- 
sponse to the appeals for increased 
production in 1917. In spite of the 
apprehension which existed when the 
United States entered the war as to 
the possibility of increasing, or even 
of maintaining, agricultural produc- 
tion, they planted the largest acreage 
In the history ot the country, pro- 
duced snd harvested record crops of 
most products except wheat, and suc- 
ceeded in increasing the number of 
live stock, Including not only work 
animals, but milk and meat aiiimais 
as well. Weather conditions during 
the year caused two serious 'aetbacks. 
The winter wheat orop ot « yoar ago> 
suffered severely beaame of nntBvor- 
ablc weather, with the result that last 
spring the abandonment of the winter 
wheat acreage was the largest ever' 
known in the country— about 12,000,- 
000 acres.* The corn crop also suf- 
fered an nnpreoedened loss because 
of weatber condKioBs tbrougbont the 
corn belt which resulted In late plant- 
ing, slow growth, and damage by 
early frosts. 

The achievements of the farmers 
and live stock men last year furnish 
cause for congratluatlon and encour- 
agenwnt, but not tot oodipUneBcyk or 
let-up tbia year In eCorbi to batter tlif 
prodnotlon record and to eonaarfe 
the food. The necessity of again se- 
curing large yields from the farms 
and ranges this year already has been 
strikingly emphasized bv the T'resi- 
dent In- his message to the fanners of 
the coantnr and is steadily beinc, 
pointef OBt by tta Dapartnwt at 
Agriculture and other agencies 
through various channels. Including 
especially the aericullur.Tl extepHlon 
machinery of the Department and the 
State agricultural colleges. It Is clear 
that it would be economlcaUy wise 
snd adrBBtagauaa tor the tarmars of 
the NMisB ta pBt forth tMr. baat aC^ 
forta dvrlBg tbe comiag aeaaaa to 
eqnai and, if poaalbia, to exeaed.tkalr 
record of last year. 

In spite of the large production in 
many directions during 1917, the sit- 
uation Is not satisfactory. The avail- 
able anpply tt wheat la 
Owifli tB /iurl aaopa ta 
yeara,r4ia8ipani«a ^« BBBAar af 
portaM" aaBMBaMdia lai 
ly reduced. Whether th« war 
tinues or not, tbe demanda on this 
country, becauae of the increasing 
population and the needs of Europe, 
Will be great They will eonlnne to 



avail after pa^ returns. An eapeclal- 
ly BtroBg danaM .wiU be made on this 

country for meats and live stock. Hut 
the record of the fttrincrs lust year, 
inude in the face of oiiHtacles, is 
ground for confldence on their part 
tbBt. with equal applloi^loB and or- 
ganisation, they can overcome the dif- 
flcultles this year. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
given careful consideration not only 
to the needs, but to the lines along 
which effort should be put forth tliis 
spring, lit has bad the beneflt of ad- 
vice from agricultural leaders 
throughout the country. The follow- 
ing Is a statement ot conclusions con- 
cerning the agricultural situation and 
the planting needs. It is offered aa a 
recommendation for those engaged in 
crop and animal production, especial- 
ly for the many farmers who are In a 
position to readjust their agricultural 
program to accord with the national 
necessities. 

The situation is such that chief em- 
phasis should bo given to the produc- 
tion of the great staide food products, 
with especial stress on wheat and 
hogs, the leading war foods. It Is be- 
lieved that the necessary production 
can be secured through the use of the 
bestknown farm liiethods. but it may 
be necessary to a small extent to 
sacrifice certain of the less, important 
farm crops temporarily jn the inter- 
est of others which rank lilghost in 
importance as food for man. Above 
all, sound term practice, including 
well-establlahed crop rotations with 
legumes, should not be interferred 
with. This is in the interest chiefly 
of crops In future years.

OLD DATS" 



Cincinnati. Ohio, March 11— An at- 
mosphere of the "good, old days" is 
develc^ing rapidly at the public land- 
ing, where river freight business Is 
on a boom. .\ot in years have the tip- 
rlvor packet boats been loaded as they 
are today, and offering of new freight 
la Increaaing dally, 

A packet line operating four steam- 
ers has been forcing its running time 
In an endeavor to work in extra trips, 
and another steamer is to lie jint in 
service. 

Rivcrmen are Jublliant, and say the 
present heavy tralllo la the best on the 
river In many years. The Indication 
is it will continue and expand In vol- 
ume. 

So many packet boats were sunk 
and marine ways wrecked by the ice 
and flood that there is a serious short- 
age of that type of boat. The big 
wagea paid by aaaoout ablpbnilders 
has also attriietad all the old -Bhlp 
carpenters, so there Is practically no 
labor left for river work of any mag- 
nitude. 

The loss ot the packet City of Par- 
kersburg, near Ironton, Ohio, last 
wBek, auspenda direct river traflic be- 
jtwean Clndinatl and Plttabnrff. Ef- 
forta are now being made to find a 
boat to taka her place, fflie waa car- 
rying freight BP to tha Unit ot her 
capacity. 

The great pcartMWtlaa of tbe river 
as a tranaportathm aiadlnm for heavy 
frelghta waa 4aMaatratad laat week. 
A lari^ machinery company at Hamll- 
toB, Ohio, wanted to get a steel sbsft 
15 feet in length and 18 inches in dia- 
meter, to Parkersbnrg, W. Va. It was 
fOjund that railroad delivery would l)e 
very uncertain, so the heavy abaft 
wiks loaded on an auto truck and sent 
to thia city and ahlpped on the steam- 
er City ot P a r k aw bB tg, whieh wu in 
the Cincinnati-Plttsburg ran. Unfor- 
tunately the City of Parkersbnrg wss 
wrecked near Ironton, Ohio, and the 
hull and tbe big shaft are now under 
26 feet of water. Had this accident
